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Deep seas 
reveal new 
life: Research 

science From a translucent 
jumbo octopus to a fish 
bearing barbed fangs, sci¬ 
entists say they have 
discovered hundreds of 
new species living several 
kilometres beneath the 
ocean surface and in total 
darkness. 

Researchers probing 
pitch-black waters from 
the Antarctic to deep seas 
off Iceland say they have 
catalogued about 5,700 
marine life forms that 
have never seen light, 
with some being new to 
science. The data, part of 
the ongoing Census of Ma¬ 
rine Life project, stunned 
some of the international 
scientists who say the un¬ 
expected finds show how 
poorly understood the 
deep seas are.

Alberta, B.C. want parks 
added to UN heritage list 


Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia are looking to add 
more international 
sparkle to Canada’s Rocky 
Mountain parks. 

Seven parks in the Rock¬ 
ies are already collectively 
designated as a United Na¬ 
tions World Heritage Site 
because of their spectacular 
peaks, glaciers, pristine 
lakes, wildlife and geology. 

Now the two provinces 
and Parks Canada are talk¬ 
ing about asking the UN to 
add nearby provincial parks 
and other protected lands 
to the heritage site. If ap¬ 
proved, the expanded area 
could cover up to 3.5-mil- 
lion hectares of wilderness. 

“There is political and bu¬ 
reaucratic support for pur¬ 
suing the idea, so we have 
been working on it,” said 
Mike Murtha, a Parks Cana¬ 
da planner. 

“It is really a stamp of ex¬ 
ceptional recognition. This 
is on that list of places you 
must see before you die.” 

Parks Canada would 
make the application to the 
UN, but only after Alberta 
and B.C. decide which areas 
to nominate. The United 
Nations has been encourag¬ 
ing Canada to make the ap-

plication for three years. 

Alberta is considering in¬ 
cluding some or all provin¬ 
cial parks and wild lands 
along the eastern slopes of 
the Rockies from the 
Kananaskis area southwest 
of Calgary all the way up to 
the Kalcwa area northwest 
of Jasper. 

The areas include Peter 
Lougheed, Elbow-Sheep, 
Spray Valley, Bow Valley 
and Wilmore Wilderness 
provincial parks, as well as 
the Ghost, Siffleur, and 
White Goat wilderness ar¬ 
eas. 

Camille Weleschulc, a 
spokeswoman for Alberta 
Tourism and Parks, cau¬ 
tioned the process will take

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Six-month-old baby sole survivor of deadly collision 


deaths Negotiating high¬ 
ways proved tragic across 
the province over the week¬ 
end with a number of colli¬ 
sions ending in fatalities. 

A six-month-old baby was 
the only one to survive a 
head-on crash south of Cal¬ 


gary Saturday afternoon, af¬ 
ter all four women in the 
two-vehicle collision were 
pronounced dead on scene. 

Three women were head¬ 
ing north on Highway 2 
when their vehicle lost con¬ 
trol, crossed the median 


and smashed into a south¬ 
bound car carrying a 
woman and the baby. 

Three of the victims have 
been identified as Joilinn 
Edgar, 19, Cayley Maureen 
Chapman, 18, and Emma 
Ransom, 19. The name of 


the woman in the car with 
the baby has not been re¬ 
leased. 

Police said though the 
child was flown to hospital 
by air ambulance, it did not 
sustain any major injuries. 

Later that evening, an 18- 


year-old woman was killed 
crossing Highway 43, ap¬ 
proximately 15 kilometres 
west of Valleyview. The 
woman has not been pub¬ 
licly identified.

CHOPPER A test to certify the 
model of helicopter involved in 
a fatal crash off Newfoundland 
showed it would remain 
airborne for “around 10 min¬ 
utes" — about one third of the 
time required — if oil leaked 
from its gearbox, aviation reg¬ 
ulators say.

A s I wrote last 
week, council 
stalled on approv¬ 
ing the west LRT 
along Stony Plain 
Road. In a way I don’t 
blame councillors, but 


tough decisions are sup¬ 
posed to be their job. 

Council is seeing opposi¬ 
tion on two fronts. The first 
is from not-in-my-backyard 
obstructionists. 

Traffic is a favourite of 
the obstructionist because 
it’s easy to make numbers 
up. For example, Stony 
Plain Road is four lanes, 
with two to remain for cars. 
Ask a resident of Glenora 
and they will swear that 
drivers are stubborn and no 
one is going to switch to 
parallel routes. 


But ask a business owner 
in Jasper Place and they will 
claim that more than two- 
thirds of traffic will go else¬ 
where, killing their busi¬ 
ness — never mind that 
there’s already a rush-hour 
bus lane and taking a sec¬ 
ond won’t be a big deal off- 
peak when people are 
shopping. 

Obstructionists also 
aren’t afraid to show com¬ 
plete disdain for transit rid¬ 
ers. To them, stops are mag¬ 
nets for crime and riders 
aren’t potential customers. 


Their solution? Put it 
somewhere else, like 107 
Avenue — add 1.5 kilome¬ 
tres to the route, eliminate 
most redevelopment poten¬ 
tial, treat transit riders as 
less important than drivers, 
and invite a new set of ob¬ 
structionists. 

The second front of oppo¬ 
sition is from a more funda¬ 
mental debate over the na¬ 
ture of the new line: Breeze 
through the river valley or 
encourage more people to 
live in central neighbour¬ 
hoods. 


This debate is intractable 
because neighbourhoods 
along 87 Avenue are best 
served by a direct route, but 
Stony Plain Road and Oliver 
deserve a connection, as 
well. 

The only way I can see to 
get past this one quickly is 
for council to pass both. 
West LRT isn’t likely to hap¬ 
pen immediately, so we 
might as well take both in¬ 
to detailed planning. 

When the money is 
there, we can pick one or 
do the best parts of both: 


The spur from the universi¬ 
ty to West Edmonton Mall 
and the low-floor section 
from downtown to Jasper 
Place. Lewis Estates is just 
an expensive invitation to 
sprawl anyway. 

Council needs to make a 
decision, and this might 
just be the route to getting 
one — assuming, as always, 
it is willing to deal with the 
obstructionists.

Mine blast kills 92

When gas levels suddenly 
spiked deep in the Xinxing 
coal mine, Wang Jiguo 
grabbed two co-workers 
and they ran for their 
lives. Minutes later, there 
was a huge bang, a torrent 
of hot air and the earth 
shuddered. 

Two days later, at least 92 
people are reported dead 
and 16 missing, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 
The deadliest accident in 
China’s mining industry for 
two years has highlighted 
how heavy demand for 
power-generating coal 
comes at a high human 
cost. 

“Development is impor¬ 
tant, but the growth of GDP 
shouldn’t be achieved at the 
price of miners’ blood,” said 
provincial governor Li 
Zhanshu, urging officials to 
better manage coal mines. 

The blast at the nearly 
100-year-old mine in Hei¬ 
longjiang province, near 
the Russian border, dealt a

Mark Mattson doesn’t like 
a sign that says “don’t 
swim, don’t drink, don’t 
fish” on a waterfront. 

As the president of Lake 
Ontario Waterkeeper, Matt¬ 
son has been leading a cru¬ 
sade against water pollu¬ 
tion along with other grass¬ 
roots Waterkeeper and 
Riverkeeper organizations 
across Canada for almost a 
decade. So, when the time 
came to step up the battle 
for cleaner shorelines and 
waterways, the choice for 
naming the latest salvo was 
clear. 

“What we are really 
fighting for is public access 
to clean water — fish habi¬ 
tat, drinking water and 
recreation. So, we took off 
the ‘don’t’ and that be¬ 
came sort of our model,” 
Mattson, 47, tells Metro. 

With some rock ’n’ roll 
thrown in the mix, Swim

Global pollution is up despite 
an economic slump thanks to 
China, a recent study shows. 


China pushes 
air pollution 
levels: Study 

figures Despite a global 
economic slump, 
worldwide carbon dioxide 
pollution jumped two per 
cent last year, most of it 
from China, new figures 
show. 

Scientists were surprised 
because typically during a 
recession, pollution 
declines. But spurred by 
China’s booming 
economy, global warming 
gas emissions worsened 
worldwide, according to a 
study published online last 
week. 

“The growth in 
emissions since 2000 is al¬ 
most entirely driven by the 
growth in China,” said 
study lead author Corinne 
Le Quere of the University 
of East Anglia. “It’s China 
and India and all the devel¬ 
oping countries together.” 

Carbon dioxide 
emissions, the chief man¬ 
made greenhouse gas, 
come from the burning of 
coal, oil, natural gas, and al¬ 
so from the production of 
cement, which is a signifi¬ 
cant pollution factor in Chi¬ 
na. 

The numbers are from 
the U.S. Department of En¬ 
ergy's Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory and published 
in the journal Nature Geo¬ 
science.

Hackers steal climate change scientist's emails 


A leading climate change 
scientist whose private 
emails are included in 
thousands of documents 
that were stolen by hack¬ 
ers and posted online says 
the leaks may have been 
aimed at undermining 
next month's global 
climate summit in 
Denmark. 

Kevin Trenberth, of the 
U.S. National Center for At¬ 


mospheric Research, in 
Colorado, said yesterday 
that he believes the hack¬ 
ers who stole a decade’s 
worth of correspondence 
from a British university’s 
computer server deliber¬ 
ately distributed only 
those documents that 
could help attempts by 
skeptics to undermine the 
scientific consensus on 
man-made climate change. 


Trenberth, a well re¬ 
spected atmospheric scien¬ 
tist, said it did not appear 
that all the documents 
stolen from the university 
had been distributed on 
the Internet by the hack¬ 
ers. 

The University of East 
Anglia, in eastern England, 
said hackers last week 
stole from its computer 
server about a decade’s 


worth of data from its Cli¬ 
matic Research Unit, a 
leading global research 
centre on climate change. 
About 1,000 emails and 
3,000 documents have 
been posted on websites 
and seized on by climate 
change skeptics, who 
claim correspondence 
shows collusion between 
scientists to overstate the 
case for global warming, 


and evidence that some 
have manipulated evi¬ 
dence. 

“It is right before the 
Copenhagen debate, I’m 
sure that is not a coinci¬ 
dence,” Trenberth said in a 
telephone interview from 
Colorado. 

At least 65 world leaders 
will attend the Copen¬ 
hagen climate summit in 
December as representa¬ 


tives of 191 nations seek 
agreement on a new global 
treaty on limiting emis¬ 
sions of greenhouse gases. 

Trenberth, a lead author 
on the 2001 and 2007 In¬ 
tergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change assess¬ 
ments, said he had found 
102 of his own emails post¬ 
ed online. “I personally 
feel violated,” he said.

Copenhagen Sixty-five 
world leaders so far have 
said they will attend the 
Copenhagen climate sum¬ 
mit in December and sev¬ 
eral more have responded 
positively to invitations, a 
Danish official said yester¬ 
day. 

Those coming include 
leaders from Australia, 
Brazil, France, Germany, 
Indonesia, Japan, Spain 
and the United Kingdom, 
the official said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because he is not an 
official spokesman. 

Denmark last week sent 
out formal invitations to 
world leaders in 191 coun¬ 
tries to attend the Dec. 7- 
18 UN climate summit in 
Copenhagen. 

The conference had orig¬ 
inally been intended to 
produce a new global cli¬ 
mate-change treaty on lim¬ 
iting emissions of 
greenhouse gases that 
would replace the 1997 Ky¬ 
oto Protocol. However, 
hopes for a legally binding 
agreement have dimmed 
lately, with leaders saying 
the summit is more likely 
to produce a template for 
future action to cut emis¬ 
sions blamed for global 
warming. 

British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown, who is 
among those heading to 
Copenhagen, said yester¬ 
day in a letter to Danish 
Prime Minister Lars 
Loelcke Rasmussen that 
the meeting needs nation¬ 
al leaders “to make the fi¬ 
nal decisions necessary to 
achieve agreement. 

“I am extremely encour¬ 
aged that so many heads 
of state and government 
have now publicly 
confirmed their intention 
to go. This is an important 
signal and I shall continue 
to encourage others to do 
so,” Brown wrote. 

Britain has pushed other 
nations hard in recent 
months to commit to a 
legally binding treaty at 
the summit.

Keeping them puzzled

50s. 

“I always loved words 
and had a big vocabulary 
and was a big reader from 
an early age,” says Kath¬ 
leen Hamilton, now 67. 
The Montrealer was born 
in Saskatchewan and ma¬ 
jored in French at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan. 
She ended up in Toronto, 
where she lived for 20 
years, working as an edi¬ 
tor. 

But around the time she 
got into puzzles, chronic 
fatigue syndrome made 
working full-time a chal¬ 
lenge. So she moved out to 
Victoria in 1997 to become 
a freelance writer. Not long 
after the move, she read an 
article about how to write 
your own crosswords. 
Hamilton grabbed a piece 


of paper and gave it a try. 

“I loved it. It was so en¬ 
grossing, it was wonder¬ 
ful.” 

She bought crossword¬ 
making software and de¬ 
cided to produce four pam¬ 
phlets of puzzles a year. 

Realizing this plan 
would take far too much 
work, Hamilton soon cre¬ 
ated a larger annual book, 
put a big maple leaf on the 
cover, and hauled it to 
Toronto for the fall 1998 
Word on the Street book 
and magazines fair. 

When the publisher of 
the Toronto Star, John 
Honderich, walked by, she 
gave him a book. The fol¬ 
lowing February, the Star 


called — readers were de¬ 
manding more Canadian 
content in their puzzles. 

Hamilton’s North of 49 
puzzle has been running 
on Saturdays ever since. 
It’s now syndicated and ap¬ 
pears in papers across the 
country. One week a 
month, she creates a batch 
of four new puzzles to run 
in the newspaper. 

Hamilton starts by creat¬ 
ing four different word 
lists of 100 words each. She 
tries to make most of the 
long words Canadian. 

Armed with a dictionary, 
she writes clues that are 
accurate and fun without 
being too hard or abstract. 
She keeps a record of all

the clues she’s written — 
she now has thousands — 
so she can reuse an old one 
if she likes, but avoids re¬ 
peating them too often. 

She then looks over the 
crossword to make sure it’s 
entertaining and not too 
hard, and double checks 
for mistakes. 

Does she still love puz¬ 
zles? She’s actually tired of 
regular crosswords: she’s 
now into Sudoku and cryp¬ 
tic crosswords.

It’s about 
being naked 
emotional¬ 
ly and just 
being hon¬ 
est about 
it,” he says. 
Produc¬ 
tion on the 
film took them 
out into the wilds of 
Pennsylvania, Oregon and 
Louisiana, exposing cast 
and crew to the elements. 
Mortensen says it was that 
aspect that really pushed 
his performance to where it 
needed to be. 

“As much as we didn’t 
like it, the fact that we 
were so cold and we were 
wet all the time and tired 
actually helped us,” he says. 
“Let’s say it hadn’t been a 
relatively low-budget movie 
and it had been shot with 
green screen. It just would¬ 
n’t have been the same. It 
forced us to places emo¬ 
tionally.” 

One scene stood out 
above the others for 
Mortensen, as far as surviv¬ 
ing the elements goes: Late 
in the film, his character 
has to swim out to a 
wrecked ship to scavenge, 
racing completely naked in¬ 
to the churning surf. 

“It was cold,” Mortensen 
remembers. “Veiy cold. I 
asked for another take, but 
they didn’t want me to. 

They 
had ambulances standing 
by. The water was about 41

Doc explores debate 
over carbon trading 


Vancouver 
filmmaker 
trains lens 
on players 

There is a scene in the new 
documentary Carbon 
Hunters where actor Harri¬ 
son Ford has a chunk of 
hair ripped off his chest 
with hot wax, all in the 
name of helping save rain¬ 
forests. 

The clip from the Lost 
Here, Felt There public 
service video is an exam¬ 
ple of how far some will 
go to draw attention to 
the impact of global 
warming, and it fits well 
in a film about how far 
others will go to make 
money from it. 

Carbon Hunters follows 
Shawn Burns, a new 
breed of entrepreneur 
who tries to earn a living 
putting a price on pollu¬ 
tion. 

As chief executive of 
Vancouver-based Carbon 
Credit Corp., Burns finds 
people who are cutting 
back their greenhouse 
gas emissions, generating 
what is called carbon 
credits. 

These credits come 
from farmers in Alberta 
who have stopped turn¬ 
ing the soil before plant¬ 
ing a new crop, or those 
in India who are using

treadle pumps for irriga¬ 
tion to replace carbon- 
emitting diesel pumps. 

Burns, and other car¬ 
bon hunting firms like 
his, package those credits 
and sell them to heavy in¬ 
dustrial polluters. 

“I think you can make 
money and save the plan¬ 
et at the same time. And I 
think you should,” said 
Burns. 

But not everyone sees 
buying and selling of pol¬ 
lution as an enviable busi¬ 
ness. Kevin Smith, of the 
environmental group Car¬ 
bon Trade Watch, argues 
in the documentary that 
the so-called cap-and- 
trade system rewards 
large polluters and does 
little to stop global warm¬ 
ing. 

Smith said it also gives 
some businesses the “en¬ 
vironmental credibility 
they don’t deserve.” 

Vancouver journalist 
Miro Cernetig, who wrote 
and directed the docu¬ 
mentary, thought carbon 
trading was just a fad at 
first. “I was skeptical 


about it, and still am,” 
Cernetig said in an inter¬ 
view. 

But Cernetig said it’s 
hard to ignore the global 
carbon market, which to¬ 
day is valued at more 
than $100 billion. 

Europe has a full car¬ 
bon market, currently the 
world’s largest, while the 
U.S. is close to setting up 
its own system. 

In Canada, some carbon 
credits are traded 
through the Montreal Cli¬ 
mate Exchange. 

Cernetig said the jury is 
still out on how viable 
the carbon market is 
long-term, given the com¬ 
modity is essentially in¬ 
visible. 

“Nobody knows if cap- 
and-trade will work. A lot 
of smart people think it 
will, a lot of smart people 
think it won’t,” he said. 

Cernetig’s film also ex¬ 
plains how Canadians 
helped create the carbon 
trading model. 

The idea came from 
Canadian-born Maurice 
Strong, the former head 
of the then-national oil 
firm Petro-Canada and 
later Ontario Hydro, who 
suggested such a model 
when he was a United Na¬ 
tions official heading the 
1992 Earth Summit in Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Carbon Hunters, which 
is produced by Vancou¬ 
ver-based Force Four En¬ 
tertainment, airs Thurs¬ 
day night on CBC TV’s 
Doc Zone, the Canadian press

Provengale 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 large red onion, diced 

1 green pepper, diced 

2 zucchini, diced 

1 small fennel bulb, 
chopped 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 
4 tsp (20 ml) herbes de 
Provence 

4 lean lamb leg steaks, 

4 large plum tomatoes, 
diced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) black olive 
tapenade 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil, reserving 
about 2 tsp (10 ml), in 
deep frying pan and add 
onion, pepper, zucchini, 
fennel, garlic and herbs. 
Cook over medium heat, 
stirring occasionally, 10 
minutes or until softened 


and lightly browned. 

2. While vegetables are 
cooking, brush lamb 
steaks lightly with remain¬ 
ing oil and season lightly.
